Just as 
many leaders of his family 
abandonod their country before 
the revolutionary tide in 1797 to 
take sorvico, togothor with a 
chosen band of their rotainors, 
“Wattoville's. Regimont™ in tho 
British Army, so Bornard took 
rofuge in hunting, shooting, and 
fishing to oscape all contact with 
tho ploboian world.

the dramatic entry of their 
intended quarry, thoy wore left 
by Bernard convinced of his 
innoconce.

It is quite foasible 
that he might make somo such 
proclamation, but his ability 
to carry the scheme into effect 
is quite another malter. At the 
moment, - Dr, Sun is, fortunatoly, 
out of the picturo-so far as 
South China affairs are con- 
Jeorned—and wo, with many 
othors, triist that ho will long 
remain That ho is quite 
propared: to attempt tho putting 
of sheor Bolshevism into practice 
“{wo have not the least shadow of 
doubt. Ho has alroady rosorted 
in Canton” to ‘Communistic 
principles, despite tho fact, 
as a noted Japancse professor 
recently told Hongkong Univer. 
sity students, that by go doing 
he hag shown a disregard of tho 
heraditary culture of China.

Thore is, howovor, somo roliof 
to bo found in the thought that 
Dr. Sun ‘is not, overywhore 
amongst tho Chineso, taken at 
his own valuation. The hope of 
China lies in those of her statos- 
mon and political leaders who 
eschow Bolshovism and all that 
it implics, Fortunately, thoro 
aro many such, and thoir 
influonco will, wo trust, .suffico 
to nip in tho bud any organised 
movement for tho adoption of 
Soviot doctrines. Othorwiso, wo 
can forcsoo nothing bnt chaos 
and disordor in storo for this 
troubled country,

“In one of 
thom the Cenotaph has boon 
completoly hidden by. a soa 
of faces.’ Thoro aro facos 
everywhere, only faces and no 
forms of any kind. 

“Wo havo boon able to dig- 
tinguigh at loast 50 facos on that 
one nogative. 

“On tho other nogative -tho 
cenotaph can be seen and also 
the crowd of pooplo round about, 
but at tho baso of the Conotaph 
there aro oa mass of spirit faces.

They aro thero, and 
can be seon by anyon.
